first clear cut teat of strength.

Declines in prices of fac- 
tory products partially have offset 
lower farm income.

threat of another bumper wheat 
crop, possibly close to a billion 
bushels. Such a crop would "put

Linemen were apparently winning their battle with ite and 


wind Thursday to re-establish wire communication in Nebraska 
as the worst spring storm in 10 years moved southward; en us-, 
ing more than $300,000 damage to communication systems in 
the state, it was estimated. 


As the sleet and freezing mist tapered off during the day, 


communication was restored to many of the towns which were 
solated Wednesday night and Thursday morning, and wire of- 
iicials were hoping for a slight rise in temperature to melt the 
ice on the wires. 


The Northwestern Bell Telephone company at Omaha e*. 


timated its losses in the sleet, snow and wind storms in Iowa 
and Nebraska at $200,000. The report stated 5,500 poles are 
down in the two states and that there had been 21.000 wire 
n-eaks. Eighty-six towns in Nebraska were cut off from con- 
tact by telephone with the outside world and 125 towns in Iowa 
were in similar predicament.

TWO NAZI TROOPERS 


HELD IN NEW YORK 


Federal Government Presses 


Action Against Foreign 


Spy Ring. 


NEW YORK. .(UP). Two mem- 


bers of an uniformed nazi corps 
operating in this country were in- 
volved in the government's drive 
against a spy ring suspected of 
stealing air corps codes and naval 
defense plans for a foreign power. 
Three men, all of German extrac- 
tion, were arrested late Thursday, 
arraigned in federal court and held 
on $1,000 bonds as materini wit- 
nesses. 
John F. Dailey, U. S. at- 


torney, said that Wilhelm Boening. 
one of the witnesses, was identified 
as a nazi trooper. The others ar- 
raigned were Karl Friedrich Wil- 
helm Hermann and John Eaptiste 
Unkel. 
Dailey said one of those 


two also waa a nazi trooper but 
he did not know which. 


Federal bureau of identification 
agents previously had arrested 
four suspected spies before they 
disclosed the plot on Feb. 26, Those 
four also are held under $1,000 
bond. 


Altho the three were held as 


witnesses, Leon G. Turrou, F. B. I. 
agent, told Judge Alfred C. Caffey 
that they were suspected of actual 
espionage in behalf of a foreign 
power. 


Federal agents have been secre- 


tive but it was learned that the 
spy ring had employed two Amer- 
ican soldiers to secure the navy 
and nir corps information, and that

Unofficial estimates placed the 


damage to fruit crops and utilities' 
properties in Ohio at $1,000,000.

April snowfall in weather bureau 
history and a .temperature of 30 
Thousands of dollars damage was 
caused by hail and thunderstorm 
at San Antonio.

Prof Weiland's new measuring 
process is described in the currant 
numbei of the Oil and Gas Jour- 
nal Biiefly. he heats the oil to a 
temperature of about 310 degrees 
keeping it at this temperature for 
seveial minutes So as to approach 
natural engine operating condi- 
tions as near as possible an aspira- 
tor is used to draw air thru the

RIGHT TO SUE STATE 


SUBMITTED TO COURT 


Attorney General Says Spe- 


cial Permission Violates 
: 


Constitution. 


The supreme court heard argu- 
ments Thursday upon a question 
not heretofore 
directly 
passed 
upon, whether the legislature can 
>ass an act permitting a certain 
person or persons to sue the state 
for the negligence of its employes 
or whether a general law permit- 
ting all citizens alike to sue is 
the only method the legislature 
may follow. For years the legisla- 
ture has followed the practice of 
picking 
and 
choosing 
between 
Jiose asking permission to sue and 
allowing some to sue and denying: 
others the -right. 
It was contended by attorneys 
for Reeta Cox, of Lincoln county, 
who secured such permission to 
determine if her injuries in a high- 
way accident were the . result of 
negligence by state agents, that in 
a large majority of cases the legis- 
lature has waived the sovereignty 
of the state and made it liable and 
that by long acquiescence and 
practice this method has become 
the law of the state. They said 
that as a matter of public policy 
it is more orderly and just to pro- 
vide for indemnities in this way 
than by direct appropriations, such 
ag hag been done, including the 
case where the state paid for the 
accidental killing by peace officers 
of Roy Blount, a farmer compelled 
by fleeing convicts to drive them 
along the highway. 
It was pointed out that the state 
having assumed public activities 
long exercised by private or other 
public agencies cannot rid itself of 
obligations in this way. It was 
also argued that under the consti- 
tutional provision applicable the 
legislature has power to provide in 
what manner and in what courts 
suits shall be brought against it, 
and that the courts are not at 
liberty to determine when special 
laws are not applicable or when a 
general law can be made ap- 
plicable. 
District Judge Tewell held with 
the state, which contends that a 
special act giving certain named 
individuals the right to sue for 
negligence of state employes is 
invalid because it denies citizens 
equal protection of the law, grants 
the individual special or exclusive 
privileges, and denies to citizens 
redress in courts - to which they 
are uniformly and equally entitled 
and is a special law forbidden 
by other sections of the constitu- 
tion. If the courts place their 
approval upon th-is type of legisla- 
tion, it was argued, the door of 
the treasury is wide open for the 
most obnoxious forma of politi- 
cal favoritism and discrimination 
imaginable. In £his case unlimited 
recovery is permitted, compared to 
flat denials to others by legislators.

THE RAIL. ISSUE. 


Political opponents of the prcs- 


dent will be slow to take issue 
vlth him on his attitude toward 
he railroad problem, if his atti- 
ude is correctly outlined in dis- 
atches 
from 
Washington. 
The 


president is said to oppose sub- 
Idization of the railroads. 
He 


>oints out that congress has not 
.cted in outlining a continuing 
railway policy. 
He reviews the 


history of electric railroads of a 
ew years ago when they began 
o go down under the pressure of 
competition. 
If the country had 


subsidized the electric roads when 
their troubles began they might 
still be in operation but 
they 


would still be losing ventures. He 
'ears that subsidies granted steam 
roads now would be everlasting. 


The president gave an evasive 


answer to a question as to whether 
'wartime operation of the railroads 
yy -the government supplied a fair 
test of government intervention 
In transportation matters. Under 
jfovernment control a great many 
ihlngs had been done that the 
railroads should have continued. 
A great many other things were 
done that were perhaps less de- 
fensible. Among the many things 
done that could have been de- 
fended were the pooling of equip- 
ment, the consolidation of traffic 
offices and joint use of terminals. 


It is announced that the pres- 


ident may send a message to con- 
gress dealing with the railroad 
problem early next week. 
If he 


Istens 
to 
conservative 
advice, 


however, he may change that 
plan. It is alleged -that Chairman 
Joneg of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation has advised the 
president to move slowly In this 
matter. 
Vice President 
Garner 


has suggested that it would be 
a mistake to deal with the issue 
in a message to congress. The 
vice president urged that the rail- 
roads be permitted to work their 
own way out of their dilemma. 


The railroad issue, pressing for 


immediate action, is one of the 
serious problems of the adminis- 
tration. Experts are not agreed 
on what should be done. 
It is 


probable that the RFC will be 
authorized to make loans to needy 
roads. An objection to this is that 
such loans will merely increase 
the indebtedness of weak roads 
and only postpone the date ol 
necessary reorganization.

The house voted by an over- 


whelming: majority, a vote of 325 
to 6, to preserve the existing 
CCC camps. The CCC is an emer- 
gency device which was very near 
the completion of its task, when 
the recession came along and up- 
set plans.

Here charges of im- 
piety were lodged against citizens, 
md it must be, in consequence, 
that here Socrates stood his trial 
and was condemned to death.

equally have held many of hia fa- 
mous 
conversations, 
when 
the 


court was not sitting-, in the colon- 
nade. At a later date, in the first 
century B. C- the authorities con- 
sidered that trial in the open in 
such primitive conditions waa un- 
seemly, and a closed building was 
added at the back. But open trial 
was an essential part of democ- 
racy. It was at the Royal Colon- 
nade that public notices were put 
up and public documents 
pre- 


served, 
mainly those that con- 


cerned religion. In front of the 
colonnade was found the circular 
foundation of a statue that stood 
midway between the wings. Thia 
probably held a famous statue of 
Zeus the Liberator, so-called be- 


,u.se he had aided 'the Athenians 


in their fight against Persians in 
490 and 480 B. C. 


Highway No. 81 thru Nebraska 


and Kansas is known as the "oil

Cyril Jirovsky, 
farmer near Blencoe was'arrested 
recently on the charge of shooting 
at the g-eose, and when his case 
came up for trial at Onawa a large 
number of farmers of the county 
assembled at the court room and 
demanded that 
he 
be released 


They claimed he 
was 
doing no 


more than protecting his own 
property fiom the ravages of the 
wild geese. 
He said the geese 


had practically destroyed a field 
of winter 
wheat. 
The 
farmers 


didn't want him prosecuted. But 
the fact remains that he was vio- 
lating the law by shooting wild 
geese. There is also a possible fed- 
eral charge of violating the migra- 
tory bird law. The outcome of the 
case has not been reported. Re- 
gardless of what is done finally a 
lot of people will hold that the 
owner of a wheat field should be 
permitted to pmtwt if, >f he can 
from the ravages of birds of any 
kind. Tender young wheat is sale 
to be enticing and wild geese pre- 
fer that food to any other obtain- 
able.

Likewise, the railroads have had 


Lheir old age

scheme, 
whose expense today has not been 
offset by adequate revenues. The 
railroads, 
moreover, have had 
:heir price fixing problem because 
the ICC fixes the price of freight. 
Also, the roads have had their 
Wagner act because collective bar- 
gaining has been a matter of law 
tor many years. They have even 
had their legal battlear-orer what 
constitutes a "fair valuation," con- 
gress having spent many millions 
of dollars to determine the true in- 
vestment. 
What's more, the railroads have 
actually had their rate of profit 
regulated so that all sums in ex- 
cess of a certain percent had to go 
:o the government, * 
One can scarcely think of a new 
deal regulatory measure that has 
not been tried on the railroads. 


So the railroads, having been 
regulated to death, are now beg- 
ging for a chance 
to 
breathe. 
They need help. And the Roose- 
velt administration Is struggling 
with the problem, knowing that, if 
the 
railroad 
situation becomes 
worse, the general business situa- 
tion will be that much more diffi- 
cult to cure.

Farm Bill Summary 


This Is the fourth in a series of 


four ai tides giving the official In- 
terpretation 
ot 
the 
new 
f edei al 


farm law. The summary of the 
provisions of the agricultural ad- 
justment act of 1938 has been pre- 
pared by the department of agri- 
culture. 


Corn. 


The new farm act treats corn as 
a basic source of food for the na- 
tion. 
Its provisions recognize the 
importance of corn as a feed crop. 
About 88 percent of the corn crop 
is fed to livestock and reaches the 
consumer in the form of livestock 
products. 
Extreme swings in corn 
balance between feed supplies ahd 
production and marketing upset the 
supplies of livestock, and within a 
season or two lead to extreme 
swings in supplies and prices of live 
stock products. 
The 1937 corn crop oi more than 


2,640,000,000 
bushels, 
was 
larger 
than a vet age and nearly double the 
small croD of the diouth year^of 
1936. 
Grain consuming animals 
on farms at present are 10 percent 
fewer than average as a conse- 
quence of the small feed ciops of 
the drouth years. 
Large supplies of corn and low 
corn prices tend to cause over-ex- 
pansion of livestock production and 
when corn supplies are again i e- 
duced, excessive numbers ol live- 
stock are marketed at low prices. 
This excessive marketing .depletes 
livestock on farms and later brings 
about 
sharp 
increases 
in 
retail 
prices for meat, poultry and dairy 
products. 
Under the act, an annual corn 
acreage allotment will apply only to 
corn produced in the commercial 
corn producing area. It must allow 
for an acreage such as, with average 
yields plus the amount of the corn 
carryover, will make available for 
market a supply of corn equal to 
110 percent of a normal year's do- 
mestic consumption and exports (a 
total of about 2,600,000,000 bushels). 
This allotment is to be apportioned 
among states and counties prin- 
cipally according to past acreages, 
and among farmers on the basis of 
tillable acres, crop rotation prac- 
tices, and nature of farm land. 


A marketing quota is to apply in 
the 
commercial area, subject to 


final veto in a reterencium of pro 
ducers, during the marketing year 
when the estimated total supply 
exceeds 110 percent of the normal 
sucply fa total of about U.800,000,- 
000 bushels) 
The quota must make 


available for market a normal sup- 
ply. 
Most of the remaining ear 
corn Is to be stored and withheld 
from market until a short corn 
cron occurs 


Corn marketed

amounts is subject to a penalty of 
15 cents a bushel. 


Tn vears when a referendum is 
held it would be in the latter part 
of August or early September. 


Tobacco. 


The act applies to six Afferent 
kinds of tobacco, each divided into 
types, and each is handled largely 
as a separate commodity The situ- 
ation of each differs from that of 
the other 
For example, the supply 


of flue cured tobacco on hand in 
the United States July I, 1937, Was 
1 733,000,000 oounds. the largest sup- 
ply 
in hlstorv, and 
180 million 


pounds above trie level of the pre- 
vious year 'Despite favorable de- 
mand, continued uroduction of flue 
cured tobacco at'a level above con- 
sumption would soon mean unfa- 
vorable prices for growers. The sup- 
Dllcs of cigar filler and cigar binder 
tobacco, on the other hand, are not 
excessive, and present 
production 
does not appear likely to result in 
a bad pi ice situation in the near 
future, even if marketing quotas are 
not anplied. 
Quotas 
are 
provided 
for 
the 


quantity of tobacco marketed. There 
will be no acreage allotments except 
those established under the soil 
conservation 
nnd 
domestic allot- 
ment act 
A quota mav be applied 


to anv kind of tobacco listed In 
the act. 


When the supply is more than 105 
percent of the normal supply, a 
quota permitting the marketing of 
an p-mount equal to this figure is 
to be effective in the next year, 
subject to veto in a -eeferendum of 
producers of the pievious cror>. 
In 


the case of burley, fire cured, and 
dark air cured tobacco, quotas are 
to applv during any current mar- 
keting year as well as the next year 


I when the supply is more than 105 
percent of the reserve supply (ap- 
proximately 110 percent of the nor- 
mal supply). 
Referenda for pro- 


I ducers of tlue cured, fire cured and 
I dark air cured tobacco are to be 
held this year on March 12. 
In general, the quotas are to be 
apportioned among the states ac- 
cording to past production, and 
among farmers according to past 
marketing, production facilities and 
crou rotation practices. 
The penalty for marketing in ex- 
cess of a quota will be 50 percent of 
the market price but not less than 
3 cents per pound for flue cured 
tobacco and not less than 2 cents 
for other kinds of tobacco. 


Rice. 


The present supply of rice grown 
and on hand in the United States 
is the largest on record. Rice pro- 
duction in 1937 was 53 million 
bushels, 
more 
than 
10 million 
bushels larger than in the five year 
period 1928-1932. Rice farmers are 
subject to great natural hazards, 
and many of them operate on bor- 
rowed 
money and 
leased 
lands. 
They have been unable. wlUmut the 
help of the federal government, to 
organize effectively for orderly mar- 
keting for balanced production, end 
to avoid recurrent glutting of mar- 
kets. 


An acreage allotment such as to 
make available for market a nor- 
mal supply, and a domestic allot- 
ment equal to the estimated amount 
needed for domestic consumption, 
are to be announced not later than 
Dec. 
31 of each year. 
The acreage allotment is (# be 


divided 
among 
the 
rice 
states 


chiefly on the basis of past acre- 
age, and among producers according 
to past production, production fri- 
cilities and crop rotation practices. 
The domestic allotment is to be ap- 
portioned among both states and 
producers according to past produc- 
tion. 


A quota permitting the marketing 


of a normal supply is to be applied 
unless vetoed in a referendum o* 
producers, when the total supply is 
more than 110 percent of a normal 
supply. The quota is to be appor- 
tioned among growers on the basis 
used for the domestic allotments 
The penalty for marketing in 
excess of a quota Is one-fourth cent 
per pound. 
The act specifies that no quota is 
to be In effect during the marketing 
year beginning August 1, 1938.

A CaHfornlan 
who had acted as political com- 
misar for the Washington and Lin 
coin battalion of one of the Span 
ish government's international bri- 
gades reached France Thursday 
with a story of death among his

Honeycombe, 37. Los Angeles, said 
only a few hundred out of several 
thousand 
Americans 
who 
had 


fought since the beginning of the 
Spanish civil war as volunteers for 
the government were still alive. 
Tattered and hungry, Honeycombe 
crossed the frontier after what he 
called "the Gandesa collapse," in 
which 5GO Americans of the Wash- 
ington and Lincoln battalion were 
caught in- the path of Franco's 
offensive. 


The 
Calif ornian 
said the 
old 


Washington battalion was almost 
wiped out before Belchite, south- 
east of Zaragoza. where the in- 
surgents' march to the sea started 
nearly four weeks ago. 


Those that remained, he said, 


were incorporated in the Lincoln 
battalion, and "Franco finished the 
job at Gandesa." 


Honeycombe, who said he once 


worked in the American commun- 
ist party in California, was left 
in charge of the battalion when its 
commander was killed in Gandesa. 


"This cannot last," he said. "I 


have seen more than 200 planes 
at one time bombing and strafing 
our lines. 
That man Fianco has 


everything. 
The Spaniards don't 


want to fight 
They have nothing 


to fight with. They are finished." 


Honeycombe used an American 


seaman's passport, dated several 
years ago, to cross the border into 
France from northeastei-n Spain. 


"I guess they couldn't read," he 


commented. 


Honeycombe said the last Amer- 


ican volunteeis to ariive in gov- 
ernment Spain were 350 who came 
dO days ago. They were given one 
week of training at a camp near 
Albacete. 


"Most of us came to Spain to 


fight for ideals," he said, "but 
when you 
sec boys you have 


worked 
and played with 
being 


slaughtered it shakes your ideals." 


Honeycombe came to Spain Aug. 


14 with six volunteers but only two 
of the gi oup still lived—he and 
Alonzo Pro-well, a Negro, Los An- 
geles. 
The others were: Fritz 


Orton, San Francisco, killed at 
Gandesa last Monday; Peter An- 
thoros, New York City, and a man 
named Manning, of Seattle, both 
killed at Belchite; a man named 
Lightner, Lexington, Ky., killed at 
"leladas; a man named Mosher, 
Minneapolis, missing in action at 
Belchite. 


Honeycombe left for Marseille, 


where he will try to get a job on \

Are Protected Now 
Against the Ailment

ONLY 20 OR 30 years ago, lead 


poisoning was one of the most seri- 
ous of industrial hazards. Today it 
is a rare and unusual condition. 
This desirable change has been 
made possible by certain precau- 
tions and improved working condi- 
tions. 


But even now the doctors meet 


cases which can be explained only 
as being caused by exposure to 
lead. When this substance enters 
the system it causes poisoning and 
marked changes are produced in 
the human mechanism. 


It may enter the body with the 


food, by breathing it in, or through 
the mucous membranes oc skin. If 
foods or liquids are contaminated 
by lead, this substance is sure to 
enter the digestive system. Water 
which has come in contact with 
lead pipes may dissolve sufficient 
lead, in the form of lead carbonate, 
to produce lead poisoning. 
Food 


may be contaminated by lead from 
unclean hands. Poisoning by lead 
is Invariably due to extreme negli- 
gence and carelessness. 


' Devonshire Colic 


"Devonshire colic" is a peculiar 


form of cramps caused by drinking 
elder contaminated with lead. An- 
other form of lead colic, rarely met 


1 now, was caused by drinking wine 
to which lead had been added to 
prevent its souring. These are 
few of the causes which resulted 
in epidemics of lead poisoning in 
former times. 


The victim of lead poisoning com- 


plains of great weakness. Convul- 
sions may occur and these are fol- 
lowed'by unconsciousness. Marked 
anemia, nausea, vomiting, abdom- 
inal colic and constipation 
are 


other signs that must not be over- 
looked. 
In cases of suspected lead pot 


soning, the doctor will look for wha 
is called the "blue line" on the 
gums, along the line of the teeth 
There are ^deposits of lead sulphide 
about the small blood vessels in 
the gums causing the peculia 
marking. This sign always means 
poisoning by a heavy metal, usual 
ly lead, although in rare cases the 
same effect is produced by bismuth 


Lead Palsy 


Lead palsy is a peculiar compll 


cation. This has been recognizec 
for many y^ars as one of the symp 
toms of lead poisoning. It was de 
scribed by Benjamin Franklin earl; 
in the 18th century. The victim o 
thie affliction complains of weak 
ness and trembling of the hands, i 
symptom which progresses unti 
paralysis develops. 
It is important that painters an> 


others who come in contact wit 
lead should be extremely careful t 
avoid poisoning1. 
Should it occu 


the physician must be given fu; 
charge of the treatment.
